When a man seeks to put his; 


savings or other surplus funds to 
work, to invest them, he frequent- 
ly buys stocks, bonds, notes or pos- 
sibly real estate. Which of these 
should h ebly and why? 
Above-all he must first consider 
safety and look about him to see 
in what enterprises money is 
safely invested. He will find that 
the industries, which include all 
manufacturnig enterprises, repre- 
sent an investment of about $45,- 
000,000,000; electric light and pow- 
er plants, about $6,000,000,000; 
electric railways, better than 


$6,000,000,000; ratliroads, that cost 


at least $22,000,000,000, and could 
not be replaced for much more 
than that; farm lands and their 
improvements, valued at $77,000,- 
000,000. In addition there is a 
long list of public securities, com- 
monly. called municipal bonds, 
comprising one of est 
classes of investments. 

The great bulk of all this ac- 
cumulation is honest. Some of it 
may be weak and poorly managed, 
but a great part of it is sound and 
offers desirable, safe investments. 
It is wholly a matter of common- 
sense selection on the part of the 
investor. 

In this selection we can usually 
eliminate real estate as an invest- 
ment, except it be bought for a 
home. There is no assurance that 
real estate will return the price 
paid for it or any given income. It 
may paw more or less; it is specu- 
lative, 

- OR BONDS 


Then should one buy stocks or 
bonds? When a person buys 
stocks he becomes a part owner of 
the enterprise. He assumes risks 
of ownership. In good years he 
may profit handsomely: in bad 
years receive little or nothing; in 
case of misfortune or bad manage- 
ment, lose part or all of his in- 
vestment. Two lists at which I 
was looking the other day may 
give a better idea of the foregoing. 
One list gave the earnings of u 
number of substantial corpora- 
tions, most of them representative 
end run by men who havg the 
ability.to make money. Over a 
period of years they averaged divi- 
dends of about 8 or 9 per cent. 
Some years they earned little or 
nothing, and so paid little or noth- 
ing to their stockholders. Other 
years they earned handsomely and 
paid large dividends, or put a large 
surplus back into the business, But 
all paid every year, whether or 
not it was a good or bad year, 
regular, prompt, fixed and definite 
interest yields on their bonds. 

The second list was a book 
called “Obsolete Corporations,” 
corporations that had ceased to 
exist. I estimated their number 
roughly. It was 68,000—and that 
was only a fraction of the names 
in the corporation graveyard. 

Stocks in old-established enter- 
prises, with fine earning record and 
excellent management? Yes, they 
may be classed as investments. 
Stocks in new enterprises? Rare- 
ly, except for the person who can 
afford to take a business risk or to 


| wait indefinitely for returns. 


Bonds for investing? Yes. All 
bonds? No, emphatically. A good 
bond is the best form of invest- 


ment. It is @ promise to pay in- 


terest and principal promptly and

sures payment. But like every- 
thing from the hand of man, bonds 
are good, poor or indifferent. 
Then how can an investor know 
which to select? As easily as a 
woman knows how to get her hair 
bobbed in the fashion she fancies. 
Does she ask the plumber or the 
grocer’ boy as to who is a reliable 
hair bobber? No, she finds some 
other woman who knows from ex- 
perience who is a reliable hair 
bobber. Unfalteringly she goes 
straight to the proved expert. There 
is only a question of seeking the 
honest experienced investment se- 
curity dealer, who will select the 
safe and dependable securities.

MARKET IS 
SELLING EX 
POLITICS 
Industrial Revival Being 
Predicted; Bear Interests 
Are Not Active 


A. A. Houseman & CO.) 
Moody's Investment Service says 
there are already mariy indications 
of an industrial revival in the au- 
tumn, and that if these prove true 
that by November both the agri- 
cultural and industrial sections 
will be so well pleased with busi-

This, we think, expresses concise- 
ly the motive power back of the 
present stock market. An added 
feature is the opinion that the 
Democrats have chosen wisely in 
nominating Mr. Davis. The La 
Follette move is not considered im- 
portant at present, nor is the mar- 


ket currently paying attention to 


the vague reports that a third 
party may be formed under the 


sponsorship of Hearst, with Mo-;~~ 


Adoo as the field leader. In short, 
the market at the moment appears 
to be selling ex-politics. 

Since the early part of the pres- 
ent week probably seven commen- 
tators out of ten have warned 
against reaction induced by profit 
taking. There has been moderate 
reaction, and there is profit tak- 
ing when stocks are active and 
strong, but potential sellers of long 
stocks apparently are quite con- 
tent to bide their time and to sell 
only when it ts pleasing for them 
to do so. It looks to us, not- 
withstanding the consistent ad- 
vance, as if the so-called big bear 
operators are not anxious to go 
after the market aggressively. 
There is a little bearish talk but 
no bearish action. As has been 
case for weeks, the market 
rather dries up when stocks begin 
to be offered for sale. 

There seems to be no prospect 
of a change in the money market. 
Bond prices are stationary, and the 
money which has been going into 
bonds, we believe, is going to be 
diverted more strongly to good in- 
come-paying stocks. 

The stock market has not had a 
large public following, the out- 
side interest apparently wishing to 
wait until the Democratic ticket 
took definite form. We look for 
an increase in outside buying, but 
at the same time expect a continu- 
ance of what may be called Wall 
street profit taking.

ATCHING THE BONDS 

This business of issuing municipal 
bonds is getting to be so promiscuous that 
eitizens.are expected to vote for everything 
that comes up, no matter how wild or fool- 
ish it may be. Taxpayers who hold back 
are pointed at as obstructionists. They are 


free from most taxation makes them desir- 
able securities. Almost any municipal bond 
can be placed and, therefore, the tempta- 
tion to issue them as local needs suggest 
themselves is great. But civic and frater- 
nal bodies are beginning to lay a qualifying 
hand upon the game. Associations of citi- 
zens are forming for the purpose of making 
a thorough investigation of every bonding 
proposition and then reporting upon its 
needs. In Glendale, which has lately issued 
several millions of dollars in bonds for va- 
rious municipal improvements, a citizens’ 
bond commission has now been created. 
This is made up of one official representa 
tive from each of thirty civic associations. 
‘Every tax proposition or bonding project is 
to be thoroughly studied by experts from 
this group and then a report is prepared 
and possibly a recommendation made by the 
full commission. It is hoped and expected 
that in the future no bonding proposition 
will be able to get by unless it has the in- 
If 
there is any suffering from this imposition 
it will not be on the part of the taxpayers. 
There is a feeling that we are placing too 
many mortgages against our future,

Most of the business of the Fed- 
eral grand jury for the January 
term of the United States District 
Court was disposed of yesterday 
when the jury returned many in- 


dictments. One more session of 
the jury has been called for next 
Wednesday, it was said, to report 
on unfinished business. Most of 
the indictments made public yes- 
terday were against persons 
charged with violation of the im- 
migration laws. 

W. T. Rascoria, allas Fay Kelly, 
arrested at Portland a week ago 
by agents of the Department of 
Justice, was indicted on a charge 
of violating the Mann White Slave 
Act. He is held in jail under $2500 
bond. It is charged that in 1922 
he induced Mildred Young to go 
from.Salt Lake City to San Der- 
nardino, where it is said the two 
lived until Rascoria left for other 
parts following the birth of a child 
to Miss Young. : 


CAME TO LOS ANGELES 


According to Federal officers, 
Rascoria later induced a 16-year- 
old girl at Azusa to come with him 
to Los Angeles, where they were 
married and lived together until 
Rascoria is said to have deserted 
her and left for Portland. The of- 
ficers have been informed Rascoria 
has a wife and children living in 
Arizona. 
Charles R. Word, Norman A.

shouted to the jury. 

Mrs. Grassle, listening intently, 
bowed her face in her handker- 
chief and sobbed loudly as the 
words fell from the attorney’s lips.
